tor Lenroot, Republican, Wisconsin, 
read portions of the Shantung treaty 
to support his argument that the con- 
ference had produced a great deal 
of actual benefit to China

are under way, Mr. Lewis said. In 
the event of a walk out, crews of 
pumpmen, engineers, firemen, watch- 
men and helpers will remain at their 
posts to prevent flooding of the mines 
and maintain the properties, he said. 


He estimated that 1,000 men would 


remain on duty In the anthracite and 
3,000 mea in the bituminous mines for 
such purposes. 


AWAIT ORDERS. 


Final orders for withdrawal of the 


men will be issued by the general pol- 
icies committee ot the union at Cleve- 
land or Chicago probably next week, 
effective in case operators and miners 
fall to arrange a new working con- 
tract before April 1. 


The order to suspend operations In 


the anthracite field April 1 already 
has been Issued by the miners' gen- 
eral wage council at Shamokln, Pa. 


Work 
In bituminous mines auto- 


matically will cease April 1, Mr. Lewis 
asserted 
because of tha 
operators' 


refusal to meet with the miners, In 
accordance with the terms of the last 
contract.

Danville Structure One of First Extensive War 


Memorials Dedicated to Men Who Gave 


Lives In World War, 


Chicago, M a r c h 18.— The. Victory

TAFT MONUMENT. 


The memorial feature of the Im- 


provement. Mr. Edwards writes, is

DISPUTE AUTHORSHIP. 


Authorship of this noted poem has 


been attributed to various celebrated 
writers, but there seems to be little 
doubt that the author1 with McCreery. 
The poem was one of a number pub- 
lished In the Delaware County Jour- 
nal In the early '60's when Mr, Mc- 
Creery o>wned that publication. 
^ McCreery, In 1859, came to Pelhl 
and purchased an Interest In the 
Delhi Democrat. He became the Bole 
owner shortly afterward and" chang- 
ed the name of the paper to the Del- 
aware County Journal. He published 
the paper until Jan. 1, 1864, when It 
died a natural death. McCreery then 
went to' Dubuque to be city editor of 
the Dubuque Times. 


,, WAS PIONEER. 


None of the present residents of 


Delhi lived here while McCreery was 
publishing the struggling: little coun- 
try newspaper and acting a« super- 
intendent of schools lor a county 
whose people had come from the 
Eastern states to settle along the 


streams and at the edges of the 
graves in Iowa. 


As 
editor, 
composer, 
publisher, 


business manager, reporter and "man 
of all work" on the little p*lladlum 
of liberty while trying to Inspire 
young minds with a Igve of learning, 
the struggle* of this educated and 
talented young ma'n In the raw little 
village can only be Imagined.

laxation. "There Is No Death" 18 the 
only specimen extant. 


The opening and closing verses

The Informa- 
tion made available by a good record 
of performance Is the basis of 
In- 


telligent farm management, and that 
Is the basis of both safety and sue- j 
cess. 


"Any college of agriculture which 


does not Include In Its curriculum a 
thorough course of accounting suit- 
ed to the neels of tha farm business 
and does not require evjry student 
to take It, IslacWnR one of the most 
Important fundamentals. 
'It may be a FtrMn on the credul- 


ity but In those days lumber and 
labor were comparatively cheap and 
money scarce. 


FINDS RISING COSTS. 


"Buildings generally on farms un- 


der lease were of 
temporary 
con- 


struction. Painting was rather 
ex- 


pensive and therefor 
(julte 
often 


omitted, which did not enhance the 
gereral appearance of 
things. 
The 


records soon revealed a rising tide 
of repairs that demanded attention. 


"As a result of our 
experience, 


gained In the course of years and at 
some expense, I have found It more 
satisfactory to lay out a, 
building 


.plan for the farmstead as a whole, 
'governed by the locators of tha Im- 
provements already mafia and 
sub- 


stantial enoush to t« retained and 
by the size, topography and contem- | 
plated operation o,f the farm itself, | 
and then construct a buildlrg of fl 
better and more 
permanent 
char- 


acter, with du» regard to their re- 
lationship to each other as to con- 
venience and architecture. 


"Such a plan has much to com- 


mend It, as It saves both regrets anfl 
expense and attains a more desir- 
able result In the end, for one is as- 
sured when Improvements are made 
fram time to time that they will be 
in the right place, and without sufh 
o. plan 'an uns^tlsfnctnry arrange- 
ment Is almost K. certainty." 


DRAINAGE WOBK. 


The speaker then gave the history 


of tha drainage work and the crop 
rotation which had been w( rked out 
on the farms under his management! 


and of the beginning of the appli- 
cation of rock phosphate and lime In 
1905. 


The records loon showed that the 


operation of the small farm of forty 
or eighty acres was too top heavy. 
The returns per acre profit were too 
small and these small farms were 
gradually disposed of by the estate. 


In crops which are being raised on 


the farms now Mr. Ewlng «ald: 


"Over a period of yearg the half of 


the farm In corn and wheat have 
paid, & satisfactory return, but the 
returns from 
the balance 
of the 


farm, taken separately, have not; to, 
far, taken as i whole, they have 
made what In normal time would be 
considered » fair rate of Interest; on 
the Inventoried valnea; gradually In- 
creasing yields have been able to 
keep pace with Increasing overhead 
charges, but It seems doubtful If this 
will continue to be the case." 


BEST COMBINATION. 


Mr. Ewlns also salfl that he had 


found a combination of • grain und 
livestock the best, In the long run, 
for both ths landlord and tenant, the 
latter having an interest In the live- 
stock with the landowner, pasturing 
the clover with hogs or sheep »nd 
also "hogging down" some Cif the 
corn. 


"I am conscious that the margins 


of profit, never large, as profits are 
figured In most business, have been 
crowded down to the danger pcjnt, If 
still visible at all. That the trend of 
taxes has been upward with alarm- 
ing rapidity, that overh'ead costs of 
machinery, labor, material and re- 
pairs have Increased very greatly. I 
find myself wondering how long we 
farmers can continue to Ignore these 
r\ther sides of our business and go 
on producing. How long can we play 
the game by such a rule and hold a 
winning hand? 


PROSPECT, 


"What of tne future! In 1850 our 


capitalists owned thirty-seven per 
cent of the nation's wealth. In 1870 
they owned sixty-three per cent. In 
19:0 we find that less than five per 
cent of our population listed as pay- 
Ing any Income tax whatever. Hence, 
It l«i reasonable to assume that the 
wealth of this country Is concen- 
trated In the hands of some part of 
that five per cent of our population.

FARMERS TO BLAME. 


"W« 
farmer* are 
not 
without 


blame In th« matter. We hare fol- 
lowed the Fled Plpere ot party poli- 
tics, not knowing; or reckoning where 
they led and too oRca oast our bal- 
lots for measures adverse to our In- 
terests. We have, for the most part. 
Ignored every phase of our own busi- 
ness save one—and that circumscrib- 
ed by the farm fence—namely, pro- 
duction. 


"Produce! Produce! Produce! has 


been the beginning and end of our 
thought and teachings, talcing what- 
ever was offered at the market, pay- 
Ing whatever was asked for what we 
needed to bay, and I assert that such 
'a method has In It the germs of eco- 
nomic-slavery, just as real and Just 
as dangerous as the serfdom of Rns<- 
sla or the Sepoy slavery of Irfdla, 


HUST^TAKM ACTION. 


'It I* said the Danish farmer 


through his marketing organization 
is able to retain SO to 90 per cent of 
the value of his produce and that the 
American farmer through the lack of 
such efficient associations retains 
about ten to twenty per cent of their 
value.

eign trade, foreign exchange, credits 
and finances. These are some of the 
matters wttlch must have considera- 
tion not only separately but rela- 
tively, and 
If farmers are to 
be 


heard on those matters they should 
affiliate with organizations that will 
represent them. 


"The organization of the farm bu- 


reau, county, state and national, are 
steps in the right direction" but mark 
this well, the doctrine of opportunism 
will ne-lther/carry very far nor long 
endure, nor will It succeed In rally- 
ing to Its support other kindred or- 
ganlaatlons, 


"Th« Ills that beset us are not «o 


difficult that they cannot be cured 
but we must understand them, 


STUDY FARM PROBLEM. 


"The farm bureaus must earelully 


diagnose our case, formulate a policy 
of treatment not only to assure Its 
members and others for what It 
stands and what goal It strives to 
reach but to mark Its own progress 
and 
to avoid 
meandering from Its 


course. If this'be done, If a plan Is 
conceflved In wisdom, not aimed to 
subvert other lines ot enterprise but 
determined that the handicaps under 
which agriculture, our greatest art 
and our master science, has so long 
labored, shall be talten off, and If 
the farmers and the stockmen of the 
country' will catch 
the vision of a 


united 
co-operative 
movement for 


their own and their country's best 
Interest and consecrate themselves to 
Its support we may with confidence 
turn our faces toward the dawn of a 
brighter day. 


THE MASTER SCIENCE. 


"Twenty years ago when the then 


new agricultural budding at 
the 


state university was 
completed It 


was dedicated to "Agriculture, 
the 


master science" and across Its front 
It bears thls'v1nscrIpHon, "The wealth

Peace between the United States and 
Germany was ratlf ed, In the fall of 
I0n and It was only then that such 
officers returned here as everybody 
knows.

declination of the United Spates, In 
response to the Invitation to take 
part In tha Genoa Conference, has 
been received almost universally by 
a kind of comment which Shows that 
.the true motive of our declination 
was rot understood. It shows also 
th.it the 
future American 
attitude 


toward Europe Is equally misunder- 
stood. 


Quite generally the comment that 


has attended the Incident has taken 
for granted that our preferring not 
to participate In the Genoa confer- 
ence Is an act In the direction of 
continued or renewed Isolation from 
European affairs. 
This Is not the 


case. 


NOT FOR ISOLATION. 


The parents of the policy wfhlch 


dictated this reply to the Genoa In- 
vitation 
are 
Secretary 
of 
State 


Hughes and Secretary cf Commerce 
Hoover. 
Xelther of these men is a 


believer In Isolation on the part of 
America from a proper degree of 
participation in international affairs. 
On the contrary both of them are so 
Identified with public expressions of 
conviction In favor of closer Inter- 
-natlonal relations that In the minds 
of the Irreconcllables and other Isola- 
tionists their Republicanism Is re- 
garded as a little tainted. 


Let us consider 
first a 
motive 


which has been widely ascribed to 
the administration for Ho recent ac- 
tion about Genoa, but which in fact 
had little weight In It. It has been 
said that the administration hesi- 
tated to go to Genoa because accept- 
ance might have been fuel to the op- 
ponents of the ratification of the 
four-power treaty. 


MADE SUCCESS FIRST. 


It Is a fact that In connection with 


the Washington conference, spokes- 
men of the administration have re- 
peatedly affirmed that that confer- 
ence should be made a completed suc- 
cess before other conferences should 
be held. Naturally, the Washington 
conference Is not a completed suc- 
cess until after our senate has acted 
on Its results. 


It has frequently been said on the 


part of the administration, in connec- 
tion with the Washington conference, 
that our policy in regard to re»;or- 
Ing- the world to equlllDrram Is to 
take one definite step at a time, and 
to make each step successful before 
the next Is taken. 


Ambassador Harvey, 
at 
^London, 


once expressed It by saying that the 
purpose of the Washington admin- 
istration "\\as not to see whether 
the nations could agree upon every- 
thing but whether they could agree 
upon one thing." 
In this, as in so 


many Republican 
utterances about 


foreign policy, there was the Impli- 
cation of a back-handed slap at the 
league of nations. 
But In Its es- 


sence this expressed the firm inten- 
tion of the administration to do one 
thing at a time and to do it well. 


AFTER RATIFICATION. 
. 


Such a policy on the part of the 


administration necessarily Involves 
the wish that the next conference 
should be postponed until after the 
results of the present conference are 
r a t i f i e d by our seiate. 


Nevertheless, this did not weigh 


heavily in the decision not to go to 
Genoa. It Is tiue that the first date 
set by the promoters of the Genoa 
conference, March 10th would have 
come right in the midst of the sen- 
ate debate on ratification of 
the 


four-power 
treaty. 


Many of the actions taken by the 


Genoa conference would have been 
appearing In 
the , newspapers 
on 


these same days during which the 
four-power treaty Is being debated 
In the senate. Some of these actions 
would undoubtedly have been seized 
upon by the opponents of the four- 
power treaty to Incite in the Ameri- 
can public 
suspicion 
against 
ail 


forms and degrees of co-operation 
by the United States In International 
matters. 
But 
the pos'bponed 
date 


set for the Genoa conference, namely, 
April 10th, will come at 
a 
time 


when presumably the senate debate 
will have be&n completed. 
April 


10th 
as the date for the Genoa con- 


fc"ence would not embarrass 'the ad- 
ministration In this respect. 


MIGHT HAVE CONSULTED U. S. 
Incidentally It is obvious that the

NOT INCLUSIVE ENOUGH. 


It Is the subjects to b» taken up 


by the Genoa conference, or more 
accurately, the subjects which the 
promoters of that conference failed 
to put on their agenda that has had 
most to do with determining the de- 
cision of our government not to par- 
ticipate. 


The agenda of the Genoa confer- 


ence did not Include the subject of 
German reparations, nor the 
sub- 


ject of land disarmament, 
and It 


has been known for months that the 
attitude of America Is that there can 
ba no permanent economic help for 
Europe until these two questions are 
first settled and settled right. The 
governments and statesmen of Eur- 
ope have had abundant opportunity 
to learn that this Is the altitude of 
America. 


MOOT BE FIXED. 


Until the German reparations are 


fixed and accepted by everybody as 
a definite and unchangeable future 
condition, there can be no certainty 
abou't the future economic relations 
of the nations of Europe with each 
other and with America. 
It must 


he known by everybody Just what 
Germany must do In the future be- 
fore business men or governments 
can lay out future plans upon fixed 
conditions. That the fixing of these 
German reparations la not a matter 
in which America should participate, 
but Is wholly a matter for the Euro- 
pean nations to decide of themselves, 
lias been made evident repeatedly as 
a part of American policy. 


MUST CUT ARMIES. 


It Is also the American policy that 


the subject of the limitation of arm- 
ament on land must be faced and 
settled by the European nations be- 
fore anything can be done either by 
themselves, or by us to curs their 
economic Ills. So long as France to- 
gether with several of' the smaller 
nations In Eastern Europe continue 
to maintain armies of an unreason- 
able size, they cannot have economic 
r,r financial stability. Some of the 
armies maintained by 
these 
little 


countries In Eastern Europe are of 
such a size, that If the United States 
maintained an army In proportion, 
It would amount to a million and a 
half men. It Is to maintain these 
armies that the governments In ques- 
tion keep on printing paper money 
and keep 'on spending more than 
their revenue. 


As respects land armament, 
the 


United States Is obviously Justified 
In taking the position that this sub- 
ject can be only settled by Europe. 
On this" point Te cannot help them. 
America tried to do sometlllng about 
the limitation of armament on land. 
America placed that subject on the 
agenda of the Washington confer- 
ence but when the Washington con- 
ference got around to considering It 
France refused. 
It was this refusal 


of France that caused the Washing- 
ton conference to throw the entire 
subject of land armaments off the 
agenda and to leave the problem of 
land armaments just where It was 
when the 
Washington 
conference 


began. 


NOT TO TAKE INITIATIVE. 


Obviously the United Statet Is not 


called upon now to again take the 
initiative on this subject 
Something 


must be done about It and It can 
only be done by the European gov- 
ernments themselves. 


Until these two subjects of Ger- 


man reparations and of the main- 
tenance of large land armaments to- 
gether with the cost of those arma- 
ments are raced by the nations of 
Europe and are settled upon a sound 
basis, there Is nothing the United 
States can do to help Europe toward 
better things. Just as soon as these 
two subjects are settled and settled 
right, the 
United 
States will be 


eager to put all Its weight into an 
effort to restore normal 
economic 


conditions In the world. 
• America is as much interested as 
any other country In the restoration 
of normal economic conditions 
In 


the world and In the restoration of 
the normal flow of tpde between 
country and country, but it Is of no 
use to attempt to achieve that result 
by some kind of econotnlc patent 
medicine. 


MUST REMEDT CAUSE. 


It can only be achieved by first 


remedying the fundamental cause of 
the trouble. -That remedy is a thing 
which the governments of Europe 
can only achieve for themselves. We 


cannot impost It upon them. They 
must first achieve that much self- 
help 
f o r 
themselves. 
Thereafter 


America can be and will be of great 
help' toward the rest of the process. 
EXCHANGE FLUCTUATION CAUSE. 


The chief cause of the paralysis of 


International trade Is the fluctuation 
of exchange and it is frequently that 
some action should be taken with 
the •United States participating for 
the stabilizing of exchange. But ex- 
change Is merely a barometer and to 
talk of stabilizing' It Is like propos- 
ing to regulate the thermometer by 
some kind of artificial means. 
The 


true way to stabilize international 
exchange Is to cure the conditions 
which are fhe cause of lt» violent 
fluctuations. 


Of those conditions the chief one 


Is the failure of various European 
nations to live within their Incomes, 
and their continued disposition to 
overcome their deficits by the print- 
ing of paper 
money. 
These 
evil 


practices in turn are caused chiefly 
by the maintenance 
of 
excessive 


armaments. 
* 
| 


CUBE THESE EVILS. 


The first step toward the stabiliza- 


tion of exchange and the restoration 


of normal economic condition! must 
be for the governments concerned 
to cut off the expense Involved In 
maintaining large armies. By doing 
this they will not only 
save 
the 


money which they now spend on 
these armies, they will also restore 
to normal pursuits the large number 
of men who as soldiers are an econ- 
omic drain, but who as workers will 
become an economic asset. 


It is apparent that there Is a hes- 


itancy on the part of our govern- 
ment to say these things directly to 
the governments 
of Europe. 
Our, 


government does not want to be In 
the position of telling other govern- 
ments1 what they ought to do about 
their domestic affairs. 
We do not 


want to be In the position of reading 
to these governments primary les- 
sons In economics, 


FOLLOWS OOiR POLICY. 


This disposition to refrain 
from 


reproaching other governments for 
what they are doing is obvious to 
thosa who follow our policy in Inter- 
national affairs. 
At the same time 


it is equally obvious that our gov- 
ernment does not want to be Involv- 
ed In an enterprise which Ignores 
such obvious elementary causes of 
economic distress.

It lias been 
postponed for a. long time, but soon ' 
tho high protectionists and the low 
will be arrayed in battle order In 
the senate where debate Is likely to 
itring out until the "brillifr" idea 
of July are hot upon us. The tariff 
bill 'swept through the 
house 
of 


representatives some several moons 
ago with scarcely a ripple cast upon 
the political waters. The house has 
the ways and means of getting bills 
quickly to a vote. The "outs" 
call 


it a "gas'1 rule: the "ins" call it 
efficiency in legislation.. It 
works 


both ways under any sort of 
ad- 


ministration. 


But, of course, t!ie senate is above 


all such things as enforced cloture. 
Senators ir.ust have their say. There 
«re ninsty-six of them and generally 
there are about ninety-six who wish 
to be. htard on every important issue, 
to say nothing of the perretua] re- 
poatcrs. Those persons who have in- 
tcri'retfd the recent quietude of con- 
gress on the subject as an indica- 
tion that there is no creat interest 


in [hs tar ff will find they 
v/ere 


mistaken once the sonata takes it 
up.

TO ATTACK 
If the antl-lynchlng bill, passed 


several months ago by the house, 
ever is called up In the Senate— 
which at this session-seems very un- 
likely—It will be assailed by virtual- 
ly all of the distinguished lawyers 
in the upper branch. 


Southern senators, who regard the 


measure as a clear Invasion of the 
rights of the supposedly sovereign 
states of the union, are prepared to 
quote no less an authority than for- 
mer Senator Ellhu Root ag to the 
unconstitutionally of a law framed 
along the lines of the anti-lynching 
bill. 


Mr. Root stated his position un- 


equlvocably In a .letter written May 
17, 1915, In which he said: 


"I never delivered an address In 


which I declared In effect that when 
a state has a right to legislate for 
the public welfare, and refuses, or 
fails to exercise that right, it is the 
duty of the federal government to 
perform the act. 


"Such a doctrine -would be wholly 


inconsistent with our system o.f gov- 
ernment and finds no basis whatever 
in the constitution of the -United 
States." 
* 


Mr. Root added that he had warned 


the states, however, that such a move 
might be attempted. His prognosti- 
cation In this respect proved correct. 


OR "WOHDS TO THAT EFFECT, 
Speaking of lawyers, the recent 


meeting, of the American Bar asso- 
ciation in this city brought out some 


rather good otorleB on members of 
the profession. There wag one In par- 
ticular which had « human Interest 
appeal to almost every advocate who 
ever pleaded a case before a jury. 


i It was the story of a young Italian 
la*yer In New -York, who afterward 
rose to a position of honor on the 
bench of the .'Empire state.

young disciple of Blackstone -was de- 
fending a seventeen-year-old girl of
